BELLE: GLADE-Mdchinery de- 
signed to turn bagasse into a nour- 
ishing cattle feed was demonstrat- 
ed over a four-day period this 
week at the Agricultura! Research 
and Education Cer:er 

sentatives of a Canadian « 

M.S. Ozechowsky, presic 

. Stake Technology, Ltd. of Ottawa, 
Canada, said the process uses 
what he calls a continuous feed co- 
ax digestor, which increases the 
digestibility of bagasse in cows 

, from 25 percent to 60 percent. 

"A cow can eat bagasse in its 
natural form," Ozechowsky said, 
"but it takes about as much ener- 
gy as the bagasse' releases. After 
it's been put through this process, 
it has about as mueh digestibility 
as corn silage." 

He said the difference is that 
while bagasse in its ‘natural form 
can be eaten by cattle, its use is 
limited to a filler or source of 
roughage while the processed bag- 
asse will have real nutritive value. 

Bagasse, the residue left after 
sugarcane is ground at the area 
mills, has been used already for a 
number of purposes, including the 
manufacturing of fürfural as a fuel 
to fire mill boilers ang as a cattle 
feed beirig processéd in pelletized 
form in Clewiston. .

"In Florida," Ozechowsky said, 
"there are 250,000 acres of sugar- 
cane harvested annually. This will 
produce 3-4 million tons of bagasse 
...We would not expect that all the 
bagasse will eventually be used as 
cattle feed We do, however, be 
heve tha product does have 
considerable potential in Florida. 

"There were an estimated 196, 
000 dairy cows in Florida in Janu- 
ary, 1976," he went. on. "Consump- 
tion of five (o seven pounds of pro- 
cessed bagasse per day by dáiry 
cows would mean a market for 
200,000 tons of bagasse. The таг. 
ket for beef cattle would be equal- 
ly large, if not larger.” 


Ozechowsky said Stake Technol- 
ogy has been in operation for the 
past 3' years in Canada and has 
been commercially operating for 
six “months, making cattle feed 
from wood chips. 


He said the process has been ^ 
largely using poplar wood for a 
raw material but can also be used 
in connection with straws, corn 
stover and cotton gin trash as 


well as bagasse. 

He said poplar is the major 
source in Canada because” there 
are so many poplar trees which 
have no real use.

standing trial. 

It's a very, very commendable 
thing these men are doing. And the 
sad fact is, it's about all they can 
do. Once the arrest has been made, 
the case rests with the courts. 

I sincerely believe that's where 
our biggest problem with crime is... 
in the courts. If our judicial system 
would function as-many wish and 
believe it should, that's where our 
major crime problems would end as 
well. 

If you think about it, many of the 
rules and regulations our law: en- 
forcement officers have to put up 
with in doing their job came not 
from the legislative branch, but 
from the judicial. 

It-has been said that for each of 
these regulations, there has been a 
reason. And that reason points di- 
rectly at some cop who overstepped 
his bounds. 

But what about the criminal? 
Hasn’t he overstepped the boun- 
daries as well? 

It goes without saying that socie- 
ty should not lower itself to behave 
as the criminal. -But should not so- 
ciety have the right to protect itself 
with whatever tools it can use? 

I'm not saying citizens should be- 
detained indefinitely without being 
charged with a crime or that their 
rights should be neglected. 

What I am saying is to allow our 
law enforcement officers adequate 
tools with which to work and, once 
they do their job, see to it the trial is 
fair and the guilty are assured of 
swift and sure punishment. 

That’s right, punishment.’ Re- 
habilitation is a noble thought 
which Will not work. Punishment is 
the key. + 

Rehabilitate the ohild who's gone 
astray. Punish the adult or the ju- 
venile`who knows better but goes 
ahead with his actions, anyway. 

If it takes more jails, then so be 
it. But don't allow the criminals to 
vacation’in the slammer. Put them 
to work and force them to earn their 
own way. as 

Why not? Aren't they living off 
the society. they wronged, for the 
most’ part? In Mississippi, Parch- 
men: Prison not only produces all 
the food consumed in the other 
state institutions, but makes a pro- 
fit as- well. 

Ask any farmer. If he had ‘‘free 
labor"' he could do the same. He'd 
gladly pay room and board. 


I'm mad about crime. And I don't 
think much is being done about it 
by judges and lawyers who really 
aren't concerned with it. 


They see only wbat comes before 
them and even the most sensitive 
man can become hardened to tales 
of brutality if told often enough. 

And those tales are becoming 
more апа more the case.

The DER didn't do it again 


Well, the DER hasn't done it agáin...and if that seems like 
a strange statement. it’s probably because it concerns a 
strange agency, i 

The DER, or the Florida Department of Environmental 
Regulations as it’s more properly known, recently managed to 
jam the wheels of progress in the Glades again, not because 
of something the Tallahassee bureaucrats did but because of 
what they couldn't or wouldn't do. 

The story came cat last Thursday during a meeting be- 
tween the officials of the county and the three municipalities 
in the western part of the county. 

The meeting dealt with the 201 plan of disposing of waste- 
water in the Glades and, because of DER's lethargy, or ignor- 
ance, nothing came up which hadn't been discussed in a sim- 
ilar meeting last November. ë " 

Engineers who said they expected to make definite recom- 
mendations on which of six possible plans to pursue to get rid 
of wastewater in the Glades informed the elected officials 
they were back to square one becausé a letter received last 
week refused to allocate wasteload standards for canals in the 
area. 2 . 

The standards are needed for the engineers to make а deci- 
sion about whether to recommend the three cities get rid of 
their sewer treatment plant effluent by pumping it into one or 
more deep wells or by spreading it out on some fields. 

DER has made it plain we can't get rid of our effluent un- 
less we can show the drainoff into the canals doesyt'yxceed 
the wasteload allocations. 

Those canals, remember, are the ones which were ig and 
have been maintained for the dual pose of flood control 
and irrigation control for the larger Everglades Agricultural 
Area we live in but which the DER in all its bureaucratic wis- 
dom has classified as Class III recreational: wildlife waters 
with the goal of making them. pure enough to attract brook 
trout-by 1983. 


Those are also the canals DER promised some years back 
would be at least considered for reclassification after the orig- 
inal frenzy of naming every body of water in the state except 
drainage ditches as Class III or higher, something else DER 
hasn't done. i 


But it would seem the wasteload allocations wouldn't really 
make all that much difference anyway, since the most cost ef- 
ficient (that's.the cheapest, most efficient way of getting rid 
of the wastewater to us common people) is deep well injec- 
tion. . 

So we could go ahead and dig that deep well and satisfy ev- 
erybody, right? 


Wrong. t 

Because waiting in the wings is the EPA, the Federal En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, which is endorsing land 
spreading as the best way of getting rid of the effluent...at 
least that's what they're endorsing this week. Who Knows 
what they'll be pushing next week. 


And lest anyone misunderstand, the EPA's endorsement of 
land spreading means that if we want to go ahead with-deep 
well injection, we have to prove land spreading.is a bad 
choice. 

And in the meantime, we wait

We wait while the DER waits for enough water quality stu- 

dies to be completed in the canals to be able to allocate waste- 


_ loads to them, although there have been so many samples 
taken for studies so far it's a wonder the canals have any wa- ` 


ter of whatever quality left running in them. 


That, or we wait"antil EPA comes up with some entirely 
different scheme to get rid of the water, something that might 
happen anyway a few years down the line. 


But one thing we càn forget about waiting for and.that's.a 
slice of the federal-state funding pie to help pay for the im- 
provements the bureaucracies are sure to demand. Because 
the deadline for that aid is April 15 and there's'no way to meet 
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that deadline without bureaucratic approval of some kind of 
plan, 

It's enough to make one wonder whether we'd get action by 
everyone deciding to go back to outhouses.

The level of Lake Okeechobee is 
the highest it has been, at this 
time of year, for the past eight 
years, Governing Board members 
of the South Florida Water Man- 
agement.

Commission, including chief of law 
enforcement Col. Brantley Good- 
зоп and Majors Lou Gainey and 
J.L. Brown, along with chief of the 
Bureiu of Fisheries Е. G. Banks, 
represented the Commission. 

Sportsfishermen were repre- 
sented by a number of winter and 
year-round residents from as far 
away as Okeechobee and Belle 
Glade. In addition to these men, a 
number of commercial fishermen 
were also in the audience. 
<The meeting began with a slide 
presentation on the program 
given by project leader Lothian 
Ager. The slides said the program 
was one method of attempting to 
remove nutrients from the lake 
that enter from three primary 
sources. - 

Banks noted there are two sides 
of the picture and said the 
Commission authorized it after the 
Lake Okeechobee Advisory Board 
récommended the program to the 
commission. 

He said the poor black crappie 
season this year could be from a 
variety. of factors and that the 
Commission is using the commer- 
cial fishermen participating in the 
program as "agents of the state" 
to do something the state can't 
айога to do, the removal of vast 

wantities of fish from the lake. 
anks said so far, around ten 
million pounds of fish have been 
removed. 

Goodson said his officers, eight 
of whom are permanently 
assigned to the lake along with a 
sergeant, have encountered some 
minor problems but по real 
surprises.

In answer to a question, Brown 
said he’s- sure not all the fish 
netted or trapped are brought to 
shore as called for in the 
regulations. He said some rough 
fish are being sold, but about 60% 
must be dumped in sanitary 
landfills or otherwise disposed of. 

Goodson told the audience Lake 
Okeechobee has at least 25% 
more law enforcement on it than 
any other lake in the state but this 
is still not enough to prevent 
violations of the program. 

Dan May, Belle Glade bait shop 
owner, said what was needed was 
one law enforcement officer per 
boat. May also questioned the 
enforcement of the program in the 
courts and Brown told him it's up 
to the judge as to the penalty 
levied against violators. 

Brown said part of the problem 
has been the court's feelings the 
one-mile, limit for commercial 
netting is nebulous and hard to 
enforce. He said this is being 
changed by a system of buoys 
around the lake marking the limits 


of legal commercial netting 
operations, 
May told the Commission 


members a number of winter 
visitors have said they will not be 
back and said he didn't think 240 
commercial fishermen can m: 
up for the loss of revenue of these 
sportsfishermen. 

Brown agreed, saying if the 
commission had to go on ‘a 
revenue basis, they'd have to back 
the sportsfishermen 100 percent. 


But until the program causes 
problems, he said, it will be 
continued, 


Brown said the commission will 
know more surely if there is a 
problem with overharvest of 
specks by July 1. By that time, he 
said, the crappie will have moved 
back into deep water and the 
commercial harvest of these fish 
will give a population indication. 

He said the commission decided 
against merely takíng the limits 
off fish for  sportsfishermen 
because it would be almost 
impossible to control the move- 
ment of fish through the state. 

He also said the commission 
isn't making money off the 
tagging operation but that fish 
tagging is paying the cost of the 
program. 1 

Lorne Racicott, owner of the 
Jolly, Roger Marina in Clewiston, 
said when the program was in the 
public . hearing . process, the 
Commission said “it ‘would not 
allow fish traps. Yet, he said, from 
the first day of commercial fishing 
operations, there have been traps 
in the lake. He said He attended a 
hearing in which traps were 
discussed and the Commission was 
against them because they would 
conflict with sportsfishing. Today 
there are thousands of traps in the 
lake. 

Goodson said the commission 
reversed its decision because it 
was felt trapping regulations 
would be unenforcable. 

George Waldron of Clewiston, a 
member of the Advisory, Council 
that recommended the program 
and a resident of the area for 51 
years, said there are still plenty of 
specks and he hasn't had trouble 
catching them. 

But the patterns have changed 
and-the fish are déep in the grass 
instead оп traditional, speck 
grounds, he said. ? 

А sportsfishermen said he has 
stumbled across bass with their 
bellies slit so they would sink and 
that commercial boats аге 
dumping dead fish back into the- 
lake. 


Brown said the only real answer 
to the problem of hauling rough 
fish “tothe hill" is their utilization 
and a. profit for the commercial 
fishermen, Two avenues are being 
watched for this. solution, said 
Dennis Hanland of the commercial 
fisheries division, pet food and 
human food in the Far East. He 
said he hoped substaritial progress 
would be made soon. 

Norman Padgett, president of 
the Organized Fishermen of 
Florida, which represents prim- 
aríly' commercial fishermen, said 
last September fishing began to 
drop off for both sports and 
commercial fishermen. In six 
months, he said, he has not caught 
enough fish to pay the gas bill on 
his haul seine operation. ы 

Continuing, Padgett said һе 
feels more emphasis should be put - 
on haul seining since that is the 
best method of removing rough 

and that the Commission

fishermen can make money. 

Padgett'also said the Commis- 
sion has failed both sports and 
commercial fishermen ‘by not 
assigning a public relations to the 
program to keep everybody 
informed as to what is happening. 

Padgett also attacked traps, 
saying it was his understanding 
there are no legal scalefish traps 
and that all traps should have à 
floating marker 
to catch catfisin. ; 

Padgett said 
allows the Commission to charge 
up to 5 cents each for fish tags and 
only 2' cents is now being 
charged. He said if-more money 
was collected, moye enforcement 
could be. put out ‘ӧл the lake. 

Brown told him scalefish traps 

are legal on the lake, so long as. 
they are placed in six feet or more 
of water and Padgett said a 
scalefish trap in six feet won't 
catch fish. 
Gainey told the. audience the 
Commission is as disappointed in 
the poor fishing as anybody, but 
his agency bears the responsibility 
of quality fishing on the lake and 
the program is the only tool that 
can be utilized. 

If the program is brought to an 
end, he said, all fishermen will 
lose because of overpopulation and 
stunting of fish and overenrich- 
ment of lake water. - 

The program, said Gainey, will 
continue as long as people are 
satisfied with it and if it doesn’t do 
the job, the Commission will have 
to find something else. 

Gainey said one bad season 
doesn't indicate the end of fishing
